San Francisco, Calif., Sept. 18.—Re- 


plying in a statement today to a list 
Of questions put to him by a San Fran- 
cisco League 'of Nations Organization, 
President Wilson declared that Great 
Britain could not outvote the United 
States in the league; that foreign gov- 
ernments could not under the covenant 
order American troops abroad; that the 
league would have a powerful influence 
toward restoration 
of Shantung 
to 


China; that the United States would 
not be obligated by Article 10 to aid 
Great Britain in suppressing a revolt m 
Ireland, and 
that 
under Article 11, 


there would be created a new form for 
questions of self determination. 


The question and answers follow: 
1. Will you 
take 
the 
underlying 
condition which dictated an awarding 
of six votes to the British empire the 
assembly, and it is true that Great 
Britain will outvote us in the League 
of Nations 
and 
thereby 
control the 


league's action? 
Answer—The consideration which led 


to assigning six votes to selfgovernment 
portions of the British empire was that 
they have an effect, in all but foreign 
policies, became autonomous self-gov- 
erning states, their policy in all but 
foreign affairs, being- independent of the 
control of the British government and 
n many respects dissimiliar from it. But

can outvote us in tha League of Na- 
tions and therefore control the action 
of the league, because in every matter 
except the admission of new members 
n the league, no action can be taken 
without the concurionce of a unani- 
mous vote of the representatives of 
the states which are members of the 
council, so that in all matters of action 
the 
affumative 
vote of the 
Unted 
States is necessary and equivalent to 
the united vote of the representatives 
of the several parts of the British em- 
pire. The United votes of^thc .several 
parts of the Britiah""emplre**canifot off- 
set or overcome the vote of the United 
States.

Colonel E. M. House and approved by 
President Wilson. 
The arrangement, 


he says was undertaken without the 
knowledge of the members of the Big 
Four of the peace conference, as Mr. 
Wilson and Colonel House desired the 
mission to be as secret as possible. 


When Mr. Bullitt returned Mr. Wil- 
son sent his report to Premier Lloyd 
George but did not include the secret 
communication trom Nikolai " Leninfe. 
The premier -was greatly impressed by 
Mr. Bulhtt's report and wished to have 
it published, 'according to the article, 
but President Wilson refused and sup- 
pressed it. 
The writer is emphatic in his state- 


ment that 
Mr. Bullitt told him Mr. 


Lloyd George was unaware of his mis- 
sion until he saw the r,eport and that 
President Wilson and not the premier 
prevented the publication of Mr. Bul- 
litt's. report on. conditions ,in .Russia.

Rome, Sunday, Sept. 14.—"I, a war 


volunteer and a mutilated fighter ap- 
peal to Victor Hugo's France to .Mil- 
ton's England and Lincoln's America, 
and speaking as an interpreter of the 
valorous sentiments of the whole Ital- 
ian people, proclaim the annexation of 
Fiume to Italy," said Captain Gabriele 
D'Annunzio, speaking to an immense 
throng the day his "irregular" forces 
marched into Fiumc, according to re- 
ports reaching this city. 
• Captain D'Annunzio, who represented 
to have been quite ill and suffering a 
high fever when he reached Fiume, 
went to the commander's palace, being 
borne along by a crowd that seemed 
crazed with patriotic fervor. After en- 
tering the palace he was asked to 
speak, and at once went to the bal- 
cony overlooking the crowd. 
"I am so ill that I will say but a 


few words," he began, with a s!mp»v, 
gesture. 
"In the present mad, cow- 


ardly world there is one pure thing— 
our love for Fiume. Fiume stands like 
a lighthouse over the sea of degrada- 
tion. People of Fiume, do you confirm 
your vote of October 30, last, when you 
decided for annexation to Italy?"

from the crowd came a tremendous 
shout of "yes." 


Captain D'Annunzio has a force of 


more than 10,000 men, which has occu- 
pied the line .separating Fiume from 
.Ttigo-Slav territory. This line has been 
strongly fortified.

Corpus Christ!, Sept. 18.—The death 
toll in Corpus Clmsti and vicinity as 
a result of Sunday's hurricane and 
tidal wave stood at 256 today, accord- 
ing to reports from burial squads. The 
generally, accepted estimate was that 
the final figures would reach 500. 
Five persons lost their lives at Port 
Ai'ansas in Sunday's hurricane rand 
only one building was left standing- in 
the little town of GOO inhabitants. 
Eight lives were lost at Rockport and 
two at Aransas Pass. This report was 
made officially to Colonel John A. Por- 
ter, relief commander, late last night 
by army aviators sent to investigate 
the fate of the'se towns. 
A total death list for the district in 
excess of 300 would not be a surprise 
to many officials, it was said. 
Searchers continued today to explore 


the masses of wreckage in the city 
while army aviators pent here from 
Kelly Field, San Antonio, flew over 
the outlying districts locating refugees 
and obtaining reports as to damage. 
A party was pieparcd today to visit 


the back waters of Nueces Bay, where 
according to a report brought in last 
night by an aviator, there are several 
acres ot wreckage, which it is believed 
may contain many bodies. 


The authorities. today reiterated as- 
sertions that no more outsiders would 
be admitted to the rity on account of 
the food problem, which has become 
acute, with the arrival ol additional 
refugees.

PERILOUS WORK 


Are Sweeping Up Danger- 


ous Mines They Planted 
to Trap U-Boals Near 
North Sea Bases. 


London, 
Aug. 
20.—(By Mail.)—The 
American navy is having a tremendous 
task in sweeping the North sea of the 
50,000 electrical and highly sensitive 
mines they planted there. Explosion by 
electricity is the method now employed. 
Some" were sunk very deep—as deep as 
a submarine could go. 
Each mine was fitted with antennae 


suspended by floats so that the huge 
field wits not only charged with mines, 
but had also become, a mass of sensi- 
tive feelers to explode them. Should a 
submarine come In contact with an 
antennae the mine at a, short distance 
away at the end of the antennae would 
explode. 
The problem has been to explode the 
mines far 
enough away 
from 
the 
sweeper to ensure safety and also to 
forestall the danger of the explosion of 
a mine at a safe distance causing an- 
other close to the ship "going off." 
The vessels in sweeping use special 
electric cables several 
hundred yards 
long. Operation of a system of electric 
appliances prevents the mines from ex- 
ploding if the ship strikes an antennae, 
but when the electric wire touches the 
antennae it blows the mines up at a 
safe tistance from the boat. Hundreds 
are being destroped by this method. 
Aside from the danger anfl tedious- 
ness of the task, bad weather is added 
to the hardships of the American sail- 
ors.About 75 vessels are employed, the 
majority 
of 
them 
American. 
Sub- 
chasers help by rounding up drifting 
mines that have broken 
from 
their 


moorings and sinking or exploding the 
mine by firing a t>hot at it.

Repairing Summer Ragages. 


The most permanent injury to the 
beauty of the summer girl, if she has 
done much bathing:, has been clone to 
her hair. 
Sea water and strong sun- 
light do not bleach the hair evenly but 
streaked and give it as well, a heavy, 
matted appearance. 
It is often hard 


for the summer girl to care for her 
hair properly but it should not be 
neglected, and in summer should be 
washed oftener thah in winter. 


If her hair is oily and streaked she 
will probably find more dandruff than 
usuual on her scalp. For this let her 
beat one egg thoroughly and add it to 
a pint of tepid water. 
Xow strain 
through a fine of cheesecloth so that 
no particles of the egg will be left to 
stick to the hair. Rub this into the 
scalp thoroughly, so that the. dandruff 
will be loosened. 


Xow shampoo the hair with 
warm 
water in which has been dissolved half 
a teaspoon 
of powdered borax 
and 
plenty of pure white1" soap. Rinse the 
hair well and dry, ii possible, in the sun 
by shaking and patting it dry. After 
it has dried let the wind blow through 
it for a few minutes. 


Do not dress the hair until it is 
thoroughly dry and, even when it seems 
free from moisture, lift 
it from 
the 
scalp and sake it constantly. The mor.e 
air you give the hair and the more 
ventilation the scalp has, the less oil 
there will be in it. 
If the hair is in 


very bad condition, two shampooes dur- 
ing the first week are not too much 
and for a month afia; that a weekly 
allowance may be given. 


On the other hand ifthe hair has be- 
come dry and harsh froij/ too much ex- 
sosure to strong sun . :/.nd salt water, 
-ub vaseline into thfy Voots and brush 
he hair one hundred strokes before re- 
;iring. 'Scalp massage is an important 
'actor in reducing the hair to its 
lormal condition and it will really pay 
one to 'take five minutes every day to 
massage the scalp in the wind and sun, 
f possible.
